In 
West Germany a scientist has 
perfected a small, cheap machine 
which, as soon as it can be in- 
dustrially produced, will enable 
any country, at relatively small 
cost, to provide itself with as 
many atomic weapons as it 
wishes. News of this was pub- 
lished some days ago. But what 
has not been discussed is that 
this fact literally has brought 
consternation to many world 
leaders. 


There is no international con- 
trol. and within an all too brief 
a time, atomic bombs and ma- 
chines to make them will be on 
the market as automatic rifles, 
tanks, fighter craft and bombers 
are today.

Here we have the crux of Gen.

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Ike Backs Secrecy 
On Prestige Facts

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The White House, stepping 
squarely into a hot election issue, Wednesday endorsed 
the refusal of the U.S. Information Agency to turn over 
to Congress a secret report on U.S. prestige overseas. 


Chairman John E. Moss, D., 
Calif., chairman of the House gov- 
ernment information subcommit- 
tee, promptly accused President 
Eisenhower of failing to under- 
stand the peoples’ right-to-know. 
He said withholding the report 
constituted a ‘‘political irresponsi- 
bility’ that threatened U.S. se 
curity. 


STAMPED SECRET 


White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the con- 
troversial report, prepared by the 
information agency, had been 
stamped “‘secret” under policies 
laid down by the President on 
“internal working papers of the 
executive branch.” 


Hagerty described the report as 
“an internal, low level staff paper 
similar to many others” in the 
government. He said the decision

NOT FULBRIGHT TOPIC 

It is not the opinion analysis 
referred to last week by Sen. 
J.°W. Fulbright, D., Ark., chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela-

In a talk with reporters at that 
time, Fulbright said he had 
learned that a study had been 
compiled by the information 
agency comparing United States 
arti Soviet prospects for military 
leadership in the coming decade, 
asi seen by residents of ten coun- 
tries. 

Fulbright said the report was 
dated Aug. 29. He said it showed 
that a majority of persons ques- 
tioned in all but one or two of 
the ten countries believed the

The special report that Ful- 
bright discussed was apparently 
based in large part on polls made 
by the Gallup organization earlier 
this year.

NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times Wednesday night 
editorially endorsed the candidacy 
of Sen. John F. Kennedy, the 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date. 


The Times, which is politically 
independent, endorsed President 
Eisenhower in both 1956 and 1952. 


The Times said two considera- 
tions had carried special weight 
in determining the newspaper's

Until now, however, Mr. Eisenhower has 
maintained a considerable reserve indeed 
about the candidacy of Mr. Nixon. 


And the Democrats, even in the South, 
are pulling out the stops now for their 
man.

Pressures on Dollar Is 
Concern of Free World 


Whether or not the gyrations in the 
London gold market are traceable to the 
American political campaign, they are a 
symptom of a growing economic problem 
which faces whoever is elected. 
For months there have been rumors 
in Europe's financial markets that the 
United States intended to devalue the 
dollar to offset a persistent unfavorable 
balance of payments. This has caused a 
considerable outflow of gold from our 
stocks, although not yet great enough to 
_ be a cause of real alarm. But it has be- 
come increasingly evident that such an 
outflow over a long period of time would 
cause a serious weakening of the dollar. 
The dollar must be defended obvious- 
yy, But it must be accomplished without 
»pling our foreign policy or our domes- 
ny. This would lead to results 


benteont and industry must 
| work to increase our competitive position 
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in foreign markets through increased 
productivity and lower costs. We need 
more tourists to offset our own tourist 
spending abroad. But we need also to im- 
press upon our Western Allies the neces- 
sity of their assuming more of the bur- 
den in military and economic aid through- 
out the world. 


Pointing out that gold now being ac- 
cumulated in Europe, especially in Ger- 
many and Italy, is not being put to use in 
other parts of the world, The London 
Times comments: 


“. . « Efforts to reduce the burdens of 
military and economic aid still carried by 
the United States should be accompanied by 
corresponding actions in Europe to take on 
more of the burden of financing underde- 
veloped countries. Until this is done on any 
appreciable scale, the pressures onthe dollar 
are bound to continue.” 


Obviously the old pélicies have failed 
to check the trend. The task facing the 
new administration will be to prevent fur- 
ther deterioration without weakening 
American power and influence. And our 
Allies have as much at stake in the out- 
come as do we.

Amendment No. 3 Is 
An Unwise Proposal 


One of the worst aspects of Amend- 
ment No. 3, which would enable the goy- 
ernor to name an additional five state- 
at-large members to the State Board of 
Education, is the qualifications it sets up 
for membership. 


The amendment, on which voters will 
pass judgment on Nov. 8, specifies that 
no person may be appointed who has been 
employed in a professional capacity by 
a private or public educational institu- 
tion, by the State Department of Educa- 
tion or who has been employed by a 
school book publishing concern. 


The motive for this restriction, of 
course, is to prevent a conflict of interest. 
It would exclude, however, naming any 
member to the board with first-hand 
knowledge of the problems of education, 
administrative or otherwise. 


Another requirement is that members 
must have resided in Georgia for at least 
five years. 


This proposal would make the State 
Board of Education even more of a politi- 
cal body than it now is. It would en- 
large its membership with no guarantee 
of real benefit to the schools. We again 
recommend that the voters reject it.

For More Inspectors 


Col. Malcolm Jones’ request for five 
more housing inspectors is proper. 


At present the city has five inspectors. 
There are 23,000 substandard dwellings in 
central Atlanta alone. Col. Jones estimates 
50,000 for the whole city. 


We can’t tear down every substand- 
ard building in Atlanta. We can, by in- 
spection and enforcement of the code, 
keep some buildings from completing 
their fall to slums. We can, that is, with 
sufficient personnel. 


As long as blight is contagious, as 
long as its presence acts as a deterrent 
to new private development, we must 
do all we can to arrest its spread.

Ford Foundation Boosts 
Georgia Tech’s Program 


Georgia Tech’s graduate school pro- 
gram received a considerable boost yes- 
terday as a result of the $680,000 grant 
announced by the Ford Foundation. It 
adds up to one of the largest grants the 
school has ever received for its instruc- 
tional program. 


The funds, part of which must be 
matched, will be used for upgrading and 
expanding engineering education at the 
doctoral level. Since the doctor’s degree 
is considered essential for able engineer- 
ing teachers and advanced research per- 
sonnel, the result should mean an even 
greater Georgia Tech. 


Tech was chosen along with the Uni- 
versity of Florida, North Carolina State 
and: the University of Texas to share in 
a total grant of $3,110,000 for engineering 
education at the three institutions. They 
were selected, the announcement said, 
becatise they are the leaders in the South 
in engineering education.

“The chain of command is now clear. No county agent has to 
worry ‘who his boss is.” I'm not sure this would be true if the com- 
missioner of agriculture were an ex-officio member of the Board 
of Regents. There would be a great temptation on any commissioner 
to go directly from his own office to the president of the university, to 
the director of extension, or even to individual county agents.

“It would be very difficult for a commissjoner of agriculture, 
who is necessarily subject to political pressures from the various 
counties, not to translate these political pressures directly into ac- 
tion with the people involved. I think this is extremely dangerous and 
would soon result in running the extension program jointly from the 
commissioner of agriculture’s office and the director of extension’s 
office in Athens. You then would have extension workers who would 
not know ‘who their boss was’ and there would be no clearcut chain 


of command. 


“While I hope that Phil Campbell would resist these temptations, 
I'm afraid that a less dedicated man in his job would not only fail to 
resist, but would actively work to control the entire extension pro- 


gram.’

Kennedy, Nixon 
Contrast Sharply 


ST. CHARLES, Ill.—The contrasts in this 
election are startling: the contragts between the 
candidates themselves, between their arguments 


to the voters, between the reactions of the audience, and between 
the America they talk about and the real America they seek to lead. 


The America visited by Vice 
President Nixon Monday in the 
industrial hill towns of the Penn- 
sylvania Alleghenies and _ the 
America visited Tuesday by Sen. 
Kennedy in the suburbs of Chi- 
cago bear little resemblance to 
the America the candidates dis- 
cussed from their platforms. 

Nixon was talking about how 
well we were doing—this in the 
grim Pennsylvania valleys suffer- 
ing from technological reyolution 
and unemployment and obviously 
longing for change. 


Kennedy was talking about our 
lack of change and progress— 
this in bustling new communi- 
ties whose houses were not built, 
whose breadwinners were not 
married, and whose children were 
not born when Eisenhower came 
to power eight years ago. 

If both were similar in their 
exaggerations, the contrast be- 
tween them is even greater than 
when the campaign began. The 
vice president is still painfully 
self conscious, while Kennedy is 
increasingly self-assured. 

As the campaign has gone on, 
Nixon has sharpened his argu- 
ments until now his basic speech 
almost amounts to saying that a 
vote for Kennedy is a vote for 
war, and higher prices, and in- 
flation, and fiscal disaster, and 


government by political and la- 
bor bosses. 

Add te this Nixon’s charge 
Monday that the Kennedys are 
trying to drum up a bloc vote 
by the Catholics, throw in a 
crack or two about Kennedy's 
money, and you have a picture 
of Nixon’s last quarter offensive. 
Compared to this, his speech at 
the beginning of the campaign 
was a Sunday School testimonial, 
and frankly, he doesn’t look very 
happy while he makes it. 

Kennedy’s basic speech re- 
mains about what it was when 
he started. He emphasizes our 
decline in national prestige, our 
lagging steel industry. And he 
promises changes. 

There is a contrast too, in the 
reactions of the crowds. The 
Nixon crowds, unless composed 
entirely of party workers, are 
merely polite and responsive, but 
there is an emotional flutter in 
the Kennedy crowds. Even here 
in St. Charles, which is the heart 
of Illinois Republican country, 
Kennedy was almost mobbed, and 
this wasn’t as emotional as_ in 
Elgin just to the north. 

Kennedy seems to be growing 
in the struggle, and personal 
growth, like economic growth, is 
an important issue in this cam- 
paign.

time SHES Lay we know with any surety just if or how it is resolved. 
One may suspect this crisis despite recent Peiping asseverations of 


“monolithic solidarity’’ with Russia. 


The issue will be joined when 
the main Communist leaders 
meet in Moscow a fortnight hence. 

Three basic points are dis- 
puted: 

1. Mao contends war is “‘in- 
evitable’ (‘as Lenin originally 
wrote) so long as even a single 
capitalist government exists. 
Khrushchev, in reverse, contends 
a major conflict has become un- 
thinkable because of the deadly 
force of nuclear-armed missiles. 

2. Mao argues peaceful coexist- 
ence is only conceivable with neu- 
tralist countries, not with the cap- 
italist bloc and its allies. Khru- 
shchev argues that such an ex- 
clusive policy would vitiate the 
potential use of neutralist ele- 
ments within Western and pro- 
Western lands, elements which 
can be effectively employed to 
further communism’s cause. 

3. Mao wishes to limit Com- 
munist aid abroad to lands with 
“socialist” governments. This 
would, according to Peiping’s def- 
inition, exclude countries like In- 
dia, now receiving Soviet assist- 
ance. Khrushchev disagrees and 
counters that China has foolishly 
wasted in Africa material. and 
money Peiping received from 
Russia. 

Inside the orbit, both rivals 
have sought to muster support 
while outside the orbit they seek 


to prove the veracity of their doc- ' 


trines, prospect. 
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On the one hand, Khrushchev 
used the United Nations in an at- 
tempt to demonstrate his dom- 
inance as unchallenged Commun- 
ist spokesman. He has shown 
particular friendliness toward 
India and Indonesia, each of 
which is at odds with China. He 
has strengthened relations with 
the rebel Algerian Nationalists 
whose only important Communist 
friend has hitherto been Peiping. 

On the other hand, Mao urges 
the correctness of his ideology 
in Asia and wherever he van get 
a European hearing, above all in 
Albania and East Germany. Si- 
multaneously, he tries to expand 
his political influence and aid ‘pro- 
gram in the Middle East and West 
Africa, areas where Moscow 
wants prior rights. 

Khrushchev has staked his po- 
litical reputation on his belief in 
peaceful. coexistence rather than 
recourse to war. This remains a 
fact, despite his recent truculent 
behavior. 

If Peiping should be.crushed or 


isolated, it might feel sufficiently 


pro oked *~ prove the ‘ogic of its 
argument by starting a war alone 
—in southeast Asia or Taiwan. 
To the outsider, this doctrinal 
debate may seem to be abstract 
and finely drawn. Russia doesn’t 
want war; but it wants the fruits 
of war.

The doctors gave him no as- 
surance of success but the father 
insisted. “It is the only thing 
that might save my boy’s life,’ 
he said, “and that is what I 
want to do.”’ 

It took a team of 20 surgeons 
more than five hours to com- 
plete the delicate surgery. The 
father made a tremendous sacri- 
fice. In order to finance the 
surgery, he sold his home, auto- 
mobile and took part-time jobs 
in addition to his regular work.

What Does He Think of N egroes?

It was one of those after-a-meeting gatherings where we eased our feet and 
savoured fresh cups of coffee, talking animatedly of this and that. A newcomer 


to the group, a pretty blue-eyed girl with dark brown hair in a graceful swirl 
about her shapely head and the mark of an intelligent examiner of people and issues on her pi- 
quant face, asked a question which I don’t think any of us answered satisfactorily at the time and 
which I'm still pondering without much success. ‘Where are the Southerners who feel so strongly 
against Negroes enjoying the rights the rest of us take for granted?” she asked. 


‘‘Where are they?’ we asked 
and two or three of us started 
to mention the Ku Klux Klan 
and the White Citizens Council. 

She brushed those groups 
aside impatiently. “I don’t 
mean people who think the 
Negro race is naturally infe- 
rior,”’ she said. “I think anthro- 
pologists and other scientists 
have disproved that. I’m from 
New England and I’m trying 
very hard to understand why 
Southerners feel as they do. I 
don't want to talk to anybody 


~-* 


who has a religious conviction 


that the Lord intended Negroes 
to occupy an inferior position. 
I don’t believe that and I don't 
believe many Southerners believe 
it. What I'd like is the point of 
view of an educated Southerner, 
a person who can explain his 
conviction in terms I can un- 
derstand.” 

Those present offered various 
things—books to read, such as 
Cash's ‘‘Mind of the South,” the 
point of view of south Georgia

relatives who fear being out- 
numbered in schools and res- 
taurants by their Negro neigh- 
bors, the cocktail party an- 
nouncement of one weary South- 
erner to the effect that he was 
comfortable and happy with the 
old system and would be 
damned if he'd have it changed. 

We suggested to the young 
woman that the so - called 
“Southern point of view” is as 
varied as Southern cooking and 
Southern weather. I commended 
to her the piece in last May’s 
Atlantic Monthly by Atlanta’s 
Mrs. Walter Paschal] on the 
subject. The tenor of Eliza 
Paschall’s article was that poli- 
tictans who claim to voice the 
opinion of Southerners in their 
““‘no-never” speeches on inte 


gration do not speak for her.’ 


Born in Charleston, S.C.. and 
educated at Agnes Scott Col- 
lege, Mrs. Paschal] is pretty 
Southern and she thinks inte 
gration is both legally and mor- 
ally right—in fact, the only 
tenable course. 

Her point of view, shared by 
many, is by no means sub- 
scribed to by everybody. Nei- 
ther is the point of view of the 
bus passenger who will stand 
up all the way to town, mut- 
tering dark imprecations under 
his breath, rather than sit be- 
side a dark-skinned passenger. 
To many of us who are reared 
by and with Negroes, rocked 
and sung to by Negro nurses, 
fed by Negro cooks, sitting be- 
side a Negro on the bus is no 
occasion for unease. To some, 
I have noted, the idea is down- 
right repugnant. 

So where is “the Southern 
point of view’’? I haven't the 
foggiest idea. If anybody feels 
he is a “typical Southerner’ — 
whatever that is—able to speak 
for most of us, I'd be glad to 
forward his name to the young 
woman who asked.

Cities’ Debts 
In State Run 
Ahead of U.S. 


Residents of Georgia's eight larg- 
est cities are carrying municipal 
debts nearly $40 per capita above 
the national average, the Atlanta 
field office of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce reported Wednesday. 


Based on 1960 population fig- 
ures, indebtedness in the eight 
Georgia cities averaged $162.67 
per capita. This is $38.67 more 
than the average for all cities in 
the nation with population of 25.,- 
000 or more. 


The report said Atlanta, Savan- 
nah, Augusta, Columbus, Macon, 
Albany, Athens and Rome fin- 
ished their 1959 fiscal years with 
a gross debt of $163,805,000. 


By cities, the figures were: At- 
lanta, $97,942,000; Savannah, $22,- 
503,000; Augusta, $6,408,000; Co- 
lumbus, $10,094,000; Macon, $9,- 
730,000; Albany, $8,611,000 Ath- 
ens, $5,328,000, and Rome $3,189.,- 
000. 


Compared with 1950, this was 
an increase of 247 per cent in At- 
lanta, 75 per cent in Savannah, 
70 per cent in Augusta, 105 per 
cent in Columbus, 336 per cent in 
Albany, 102 per cent in Athens, 
and 98 per cent in Rome. No in- 
debtedness figures were available 
for Macon in 1950, the report said. 


The Commerce Department 
said tax increases in the eight 
cities have been relatively low in 
view of increases in the cost of 
governmental operations during 
the last decade. Atlanta showed a 
62 per cent rise, Savannah 64, 
Augusta 48, Columbus 74, Macon 
82, Albany 36, Athens 77, and 
Rome 29.

Yarbrough’s Boland Building sat 
with bowed heads and shoulders | 
hunched in grief as three Mi|l-| 
ledgeville ministers and one} 
from neighboring Hancock Coun- | 
ty spoke of Dr. Yarbrough as a 
man who achieved = greatness 
through service. 


Dr. Yarbrough, they said, was 
a man who knew that the way to 
heaven was “not through the 
pearly gates but through that door | 
marked ‘service entrance.’ ”’ ' 


A woman patient sobbed aloud | 
as one of the ministers spoke of 
“the fine touch of his life upon 
the lives of so many people” and 
another prayed for comfort for 
his widow ‘‘and the troubled ones | 
who are in sorrow because of his 
home-going.”” 


Flowers, grown by the patients 
in gardens started many years 
ago because Dr. Yarbrough be- 
lieved growing things brought 
serenity to bruished spirits and 
minds, were among the dozens of 
wreaths and sprays which banked 
the front of the auditorium.

1. Because the order of Sept. 23 
sentencing King to pay a $25 fine 
and serve 12 months on probation 
exceeds the legal six-month limit 
imposed for such offense by law. 


2. Because the “show cause” 
order by Mitchell violated the 
defendant's constitutional rights of 
“equal protection under the law” 
in that Atlanta police acting for 
the state, discriminated against 
the defendant in making the ar- 
rest, 


3. Since the sentence ‘‘is erron- 
eous, illegal and void because it 
is based upon an erroneous, il- 
legal and void judgment order 
and sentence of Sept. 23.” 


4. “That the defendant is of un- 
impeachable character and is a 
person of outstanding reputation 
in this community, in the na- 
tion and abroad.” 


5. “That the offense was one of 
extremely minor gravity and the 
sentence to serve four months on 
the public works is inconsistent 
with sentences normally given 
for such violations and is there- 
fore harsh, excessive and cruel.” 


Sol. Gen. Jack Smith said that 
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the motion to vacate the judge's 
order is premature, that no right 
of the defendant would be violated 
until he had served the six-month 
part of the sentence applicable to 
his case, Smith said that King 
had violated the state’s anti-tres- 
pass law which had been enacted 
as a safeguard for all citizens. 


In answer to Hollowell’s chal- 
lenge that he produce any legal 
reference to sentences such as the 
one King is serving, Smith said 
that he had not searched the law 
books for such laws but “grab- 
bing at newspaper stories” said 
Mrs. Hodges was sent to prison 
for six months in connection with 
a traffic violation.

Her coming out party has 
cost her almost as much as 
some of the society galas given 
by doting parents during the 
roaring "20s. As a matter of 
record, Debbie spent $300,000 of 
her own money on the project. 
And she says she probably won't 
make but a contemptible $5,000 
profit. Since some TV fans work 
12 months for less than that 
Debbie isn’t apt to find many 
sympathetic ears out there in 
teeveeland. 


Miss Reynolds’ constant ref- 
erence to the cost of her in- 
augural TV production has led 
to some disillusionment. 


When I was on the West 
Coast in July watching her tape 
two segments of the opening 
show, Debbie told me that she 
had devoted six weeks and some 
$250,000 to the thing. Final cost 
was placed at $300,000. 


“Costs have gone beyond the 
original budget,” she moaned. 
But, in the next breath, she 
said it probably is just as well 
because of taxes. 


Some observers have said 
that Debbie’s principal motive 
in shoveling so much money 
inte the show is that she hopes 
to overtake Elizabeth Taylor, 
who is now demanding a re- 
ported $1 million per picture. 


I don’t think this is true. 
Debbie is, to be sure, a shrewd 
businesswoman who is trying to 
get as much mileage out of her 
career as she can. 


At one point during the taping 
of her show the crew engaged 
in some horseplay. 


“Can't we get on with the 
thing,”” Debbie said in a tone 
which was not typical of her 
sweet nature. “‘You’re wasting 
my money, you know.”’ 


Lest you be puzzled about how 
she squandered $300,000, I might 
point out that she did it just as 
she would have done a movie. 
Whereas most TV stars read 
their lines off teleprompters, 
Debbie rehearsed her lines in 
advance. Whereas most TV spe- 
cials are taped within five days, 
Debbie worked two months in 
completing her's.

a civic institution, and they should 
forget about county boundary 
lines,” state school board chair- 
man James S. Peters said in 
Columbus Wednesday.

Dear Dr. Molner: I am a 
woman in my early 30s, 5-5 tall, 
and weigh consistently 130. For 
several years small veins have 
been breaking in my legs. At 
first they were hardly notice- 
able, only hairlike blue lines on 
thighs and lower legs. Many 
of the places have now rup- 
tured — they look like bruises 
the size of a half dollar. Could 
vitamins help?—C. M. 


These are called venous .apiders, 
blood vessel spiders or spider 


would look as blue, and to the 
doctor they would also look as 
baffling. 


Dr. William Bean ‘to mention 
one) has made a very consider- 
able study of them. They occur 
more often in women than in 
men, but men don’t mind them as 


much. 
Sometimes the spiders appear 
and then remain unchanged. 


Sometimes they disappear again. 
Then new ones may or may not 
appear. They can appear in young 
people as well as older ones. 


The cause simply is not known. 
There seems to be some relation- 
ship with mechanical pressure— 
that is, pressure on the system 
of veins, as occurs in pregnancy. 
Or when tight garters are worn. 
In addition, since women more 
often have these spiders, hor- 
mone or glandular factors are 
suspected. But the fact remains 
that we haven’t pinned down the 
basic facts. And the observation 
that sometimes these _ spiders 
come and go is evidence that we 
must be lacking an understand- 
ing. There must be some phy- 
sical factor which favors develop- 
ment of spiders and some other 
one that retards or reverses it. 
But what? I don’t know. 


It is worth remembering that 
healthy people have these spider 
veins. Likewise you can have 
spiders without having varicose 
veins. And vitamins and diet 
have no effect so far as we have 
been able to show. Weight? Lean 
as well as chubby people can 
have spiders. 


Most authorities believe, at the 
moment anyway, that nothing of 
practical importance can be done 
to remove the venous spiders. 
Injections to shrivel them—as is 
sometimes done with some vari- 
cose veins—are difficult to ad- 
minster with these little vessels.

foods should be eaten one meal, 
protein foods another, and fat 
ones the next. This is foolish 
as well as practically impos- 
sible to do. Fats, protein and 
carbohydrate occur naturally in 
most of the foods we eat, and 
in almost every conceivable 
combination without affecting 
their respective nutritive values. 
Bread has all three nutrients 
in it, meat is protein and fat. 
In actual practice, comparing 
diets all over the world, these 
three nutrieints are combined 
in almost every possible way. 
So, eat attractive, well planned 
meals, and don’t worry about 
the starch to protein ratio.

Start oven 10 minutes before 
baking. Set temperature at (350 


.degreesF.) Toast“ bread lightly, 


then spread with butter while 
hot. Cut slices in half or 
quarters. Fit neatly in pre- 
pared dish, overlaping slightly. 
Sprinkle raisins between slices, 
not over top. Scald milk. Beat 
eggs slightly in a 2-quart bowl. 
Stir in salt and all but 2 table- 
spoons of the sugar, then hot 
milk and vanilla. Pour over 
toast and let stand 10 minutes, 
pressing toast down lightly 
once or twice to soak up milk 
mixture. Blend cinnamon with 
remaining sugar and sprinkle 
over top. Bake directly on oven 
rack 25 to 30 minutes or until 
pointed knife inserted in cen- 
ter comes out clean and top is 
an appetizing brown. Serve 
warm or cold, plain or with 
cream.

‘Creative’ Fad Causes 
Home Sewing Revival Home Rule

The need to be more individ- 
ualistic and to do something 
creative is causing a revival of 
interest in home sewing. That 
is the belief of a home econo- 
mist who not only sews her own 
wardrobe, but who also makes 
the sewing of others her busi- 
ness. 


Mamie Hardy, the National 
Cotton Council's home econo- 
mist, says contributing factors 
to the sewing upsurge are the 
designer patterns with their 
up-to-the-minute styling and the 
many new and unusual fabrics 
available over the counter to 
the consumer. Mamie believes 
women fashion their own ward- 
robes today for the sense of 
pride and individuality their 
own creativity offers them—not 
simply to save money. 


Pausing in Atlanta between 
sewing and fabric demonstra- 
tions to home economics stu- 
dents in Georgia colleges, 
Mamie brought good tidings: 
Fabrics with the new, improved 
finishes are easier to sew. 


TRICKS TO SEWING 


“But there are a few tricks,” 
she said, ‘‘to successful sewing 
on chemically treated fabrics. 


“It is always wise, before you 
begin dress construction, to test 
your machine tension and stitch- 
ing on a swatch of your fabric. 
To do this you fold the swatch 
on the bias, then sew a line of 
stitching on the bias. Remove 
it from the machine and stretch 
it along the bias. 


If the stiching breaks on the 
top and underside in the same 
place, the machine tension is 
well-balanced. If, however, the 
top stitching breaks and the 
underside stitching does not— 
then the tension is too tight on 
the top thread. If the under- 
side stitching breaks and the

top does not—then the tension 


is too tight on the bottom 
thread. Adjust the tension ac- 
cordingly until it is balanced.” 


Mamie also recommends sew- 
ing with a longer stitch — about 
10 to 12 stitches to the inch in- 
stead of the usual 16—to avoid 
seams puckering. She says it 
helps, too, to lighten the pres- 
sure of the pressure foot—your 
machine diagram will show you 
where the knob is located.

4 sharp needle is essential,” 
Mamie advised, “if you are 
sewing on a chemically finished 
fabric, because they tend to dull 
needles. And the smaller the 
needle, the better. It’s best to 
experiment on a swatch to find 
the right one.” 


She also recommends using 
mercerized thread. 


On the care of cotton fabrics, 
Mamie had this to say: 


“A properly finished 100 per 
cent cotton fabric which has a 
chemical finish will not be dam- 
aged by hot water. However, | 
suggest you cut down on the 
time cycle because dirt doesn’t 
become embedded in them like 
it does in the unfinished cottons. 


“One word about starching— 
never starch a cotton with a 
chemical finish. The chemicals 
are not compatible with starch 
and spotting may occur. Be- 
sides, there is no need as the 
finish gives body to the fabric. 


BEWARE OF BLEACH 


“Another thing, beware of 
chlorine bleaches unless the la- 
bel states they may be used. 
But if you do _ inadvertently 
bleach a fabric that turns yel- 
low you can buy sodium hydro 
sulfate at the drugstore, mix 
one to three teaspoons in a gal- 
lon of water and soak the fab- 
ric until it returns to its normal 
color. 


Mamie gets first: hand exper- 
ience with all the new fabrics— 
when she’s not traveling, she’s 
sewing her own wardrobe. 


“That's the only way I can 
know how the new finishes and 


novelty cottons handle, and 
how comfortable they are to 
wear,’ she added. 


And wear them she does for 
she has a complete cotton ward- 
robe, including her homemade 
winter coats! 


And there are other new fin- 
ishes: a non-chlorine retentive 
finish, an oil and water repel- 
lent finish, for pile fabrics a 
crush resistant finish, and color 
fade resistant finishes. 


Now the question is: How do 
you know what kind of a finish 
your cotton has? Mamie says 


there’s only one way—by read- 


ing the label.

A Teen-ager 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (UPI)— 
Many teen-agers pave the high- 
way with the resentments they 
have built from rigid restric- 
tion on the part of parents, 
according to a safety expert. 


They bluff their way through 
intersections when they don't 
have the right of way, they 
tend to ignore speed limits— 
and as a result, accidents hap- 
pen. So do injuries—and deaths. 


Dr. James L. Malfetti, direc- 
tor of the safety research and 
education project of Teachers 
College, Columbia University, is 
the expert who has come to the 
above conclusions. 


Dr. Malfetti took the view 
that iron-fisted parents and 
other authorities who don’t al- 
low teens to participate in self- 
government share the blame 
heaped on many adolescents in- 
volved in accidents. 


RESEARCHED-BASED 


He based his say-so on re- 
search showing that teens from 


homes in which adolescents are | | 


harped on too much tend to be 


lawless drivers. But that’s not 


all. 

Malfetti said research con- 
cerning teen violators and non- 
violators on the highway showed 


that adolescents from homes in | 


which the constantly 
dictate tend to 
their natural appetite for self- 
government

“They get in their cars and 
they attempt to get away from 
the restrictions set by home, 
school and church,” Malfetti 
said. “This is especially so if 
the restrictions are handed down 
in a harsh, dictatorial way.”

Malfetti said the apparently 
law-abiding teen drivers came 
from homes in which freedom 
was granted gradually and from 
homes in which teens had a

STUDY OF 8 

The research on which Mal- 
fetti based his findings concerns 
a psychological study of 84 re- 
peat traffic violators and 186 
accident free youths between 
16 and 19 in the greater Cleve- 
land area. 


The violator and non-violator 
groups were comparable with 
respect to age, education, miles 
driven and principal use of car. 


In respect to another question, 
do violators differ from non- 
violators in psychological dif- 
ferences, he found significant 
variations. 


The violators were found to 

be rebellious, selfish, hyper- 
sensitive—thin-skinned, lacking 
self-confidence and having a 
feeling of unworthiness. 


Malfetti also found that par- 
ents of violators tend to be less 
active in community and politi- 
cal affairs.

He shadowed below 
the cheeks for a hollow look 
and to make the face appear 
longer. 


“The chalky, washed-out look 
with pale colorless lips has 
grown tiring. While a light foun- 
dation is still used, this new 
Modigliani look has brought life 
back to the skin and particular- 
ly the lips. Women no longer 
look as if they were frightened 
by ghosts,” pointed out Mr. 
Loew. 


Born in the twin city of Buda- 
pest, this many-talented man 
studied dancing from childhood 
and became a featured dancer 
at 15 in the original Ballet 
Russe de Monte Carlo, touring 
all of Europe, South America 
and the United States. At the 
height of his dancing career, an 
accident caused him to give up 
dancing and he turned to the 
legitimate stage where he ap- 
peared in such plays as the 
“Good Earth” and “Tonight at 
8:30." He was also selected to 
play the title role of Toulouse 
Lautrec in Moulin Rouge for the 
Stage. 


FASHION DESIGN 


With some time off between 
acting engagements, he turned 
his artistic talents in still an- 
other direction—fashion design. 
He studied at the Parsons School 
of Design and shortly thereaft- 
er became a stylist for one of 
the leading fashion photograph- 
ers in New York where he 
worked styling the model's 
make-up and hair as well as 
serving as fashion consultant 
and stylist. 


Enchanted by the nuances of 
difference in make-up for the 
Stage, photography, and street 
wear, he took leave from his 
styling job to study the cosmetic 
industry in more detail. It fas- 
cinated him and at the same 


time offered him the challenge 
and opportunity to put into play 
his diversified experience help- 
ing women co-ordinate a com- 
plete look through correct pos- 
ture, make-up, hairstyling, and 
fashion. 


His every movement belies his 
ballet background and his deep, 
resonant voice is a surprise con- 
sidering his petit five-foot, three- 
inch frame, as he emphatically 
denounces the short masculine 
hair cuts. 


Mr. Loew feels that make-up 
does more to get women out of 
the doldrums than the prover- 
bial red hat. He cites its psycho- 
logical effect for any woman 
who feelg that she is not at- 
tractive as she would like to be 
because any woman can be at- 
tractive if she learns to use 
make-up concentrating on the 
eyes because all women have 
good eyes. 


“Eye make-up can detract 
from any feature that is not per- 
fect or in proper proportion,”’ 
he said. “And this is a trick 
that European women have 
learned and practiced for years. 
No woman would be caught dead 
without her lipstick and soon no 
woman will go out without her 
eyes made up. 


“Why shy from make-up for 
what is make-up but a useful 
gimmick to give a woman the 
confidence she wants.”

The American League surprised the National League in general 
and baseball in particular. It was common knowledge that the A. L. 
intended to invade Los Angeles, move the Washington franchise to 
Minneapolis-St. Paul and install new operators in Washington. 


However, the baseball wheels did not expect the move to be 
made until 1962. The A. L. decided to get the jump on the National 
League, which has announced that New York and Houston will be 
in the standings in ‘62. 


The American League decision to expand next season left 
the ailing and far-flung American Association with only six 
teams. Both Minneapolis and St. Paul were Association clubs. 


Thus, it appears that the Dodgers will have their choice of field- 
ing an Atlanta club in either the Association or the International.

Tatty Apples Are 
Hallowed Tradition 


On Witches’ Night 
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Apples go with Halloween as 
cranberries do with Christmas 
or watermelons with the Fourth 
of July. You can’t imagine one 
without the other. 


Candied apples on sticks, ap- 
ples cut like tiny jack o’lanterns, 
and apples to bob for in a tub 
of water, all are hallowed tradi- 
tions on witches’ night. 


There is also the ancient cus- 
tom of throwing an apple pee'l- 
ing over your left shoulder to 
find out who your true love may 
be. As the peeling falls on the 
floor, it will take, beyond a 
doubt, the form of an_ initial 
letter, this initial will be the 
first letter of the name of the 
one you're destined to marry! 


Be sure to peel the apples 
used for such fortune-telling, in 
as long and continuous a stripe 
of skin as possible. An. ordinary 
kitchen paring knife will do 
very well for modern men and 
maidens on whitchcraft bent. 


But Grandma used the apple 
peeler to end all apple peelers. 
She used a gadget guaranteed 
to get off the entire skin of an 
apple in a single unbroken strip 
of peeling that might even fall 
into a double ‘‘S,”’ who knows?

Airtight and mioisture-and- 
vapor-resistant wrapping ma- 
terials are recommended 
protect the meat from freezer 
burn, which often occurs when 
meat dries out in the freezer 
because of inadequate protec- 
tion. 


BEFORE WRAPPING 


Before wrapping, trim off the 
rough edges of the meat so that 
it will be easier to wrap airtight 
without damaging the wrapping 
material. 


Place a double sheet of paper 
between lamb chops for easier 
separation. It is convenient to 
put enough meat for one or two 
family meals in each package, 
so that unnecessary amounts 
of meat need not be thawed. 


The packages should be 
spread in a single layer in the 
freezer, and a temperature of 
—10 degrees F. maintained until 
the packages are frozen. After 
freezing, storage at 0 degrees 
F. is adequate. 


GROUND LAMB 
Ground lamb keeps well in the 
freezer for about four months, 


while whole lamb cuts keep 
well for a year. 


Frozen lamb can be cooked 


unthawed, but needs extra cook- , 


ing time. An unthawed roast 
takes one-third longer to cook, 
and unthawed chops take twice 
the cooking time needed for 
thawed chops. 


The best place to thaw meat 
is in the refrigerator. Once 
thawed it should be used right 
away or kept only a short time. 


Refreezing thawed meat is 
damaging to quality, but it can

freezer promptly. 

If you are stocking up on dried 
apricots and raisins 4 holiday 
cooking you needn’t worry 
about their losing quality for a 
year at ordinary room tempera- 
ture provided they are properly 
packaged. 


Scientists of the department's 
Service 


Agricultural Research 
recently studied the keeping 
quality of these popular dried 
items in different packages and 
at different temperatures. 


They measured loss of weight 
and moisture which can make 
the fruit tough or hard, dark- 
ening of color and “‘sugaring.” 


KEEPING QUALITY 

In the study apricots in treat- 
ed cellophane bags kept well at 
70 degrees F. or below but dark- 
ened and lost quality within two 
or three months at 90 degrees 
F. These fruits should be stored 
away from radiators, ranges or 
other sources of heat. 


Light raisins, so popular for 
white fruit cake, also turn dark 
quickly at the tempera- 
tures. Both light and dark raisins 
held quality much better in car- 
tons than in treated cellophane 
bags. 


The best type of carton proved 
to be that covered by foil wrap- 
ping which provided vapor re- 
sistance and prevented the fruit 
from becoming too dry. Both 
light and dark raisins in car- 
tons kept well for a year at 
70 degrees F. or below.

Sour Cream Tops Dessert 


Tiny Tarts 
Are Tasty 
On Cheese 


That tempting aroma from the 
kitchen this time of year is 
more than likely caused by de- 
lectable-tasting pies. 


“Little pies” or tarts, like 
these Applesauce-Cheese Tarts, 
make gay and attractive des- 
serts for any crisp fall eve- 
ning. 


Tiny applesauce tarts with 
cheese pastry crusts are espe- 
cially nice when you are enter- 
taining because they are so easy 
to serve. 


And there’s no last minute 
fuss—make the tart shells in 
advance; then fill them with 
applesauce and top them with 
sour cream at serving time. 


Muffin pans are excellent for 
baking tart shells. Roll pastry 
into small circles, about 5 inches 
in diameter, and shape over the 
backs of the muffin pans, 
pinching the sides into little 
peaks in 4 or 6 places. Prick lib- 
erally with a fork before bak- 
ing in a hot oven. 


Good cooks favor lard for pie 
baking. For rich flaky crusts 
with melt-in-the-mouth tender- 
ness, follow our easy 5-minute 
pie crust recipe. 


With the new type pure lard 
it is no longer necessary to keep 
it refrigerated. It will keep 
sweet and fresh right on the 
cabinet shelf, ready for speedy 
blending. 


Here are some pointers which 
help you make perfect tarts 
every time. 


Have all ingredients at 
room temperature for easy 
blending.

Use a lightly floured pastry 
cloth and a covered rolling 
pin.

2 cups unsifted all-purpose 
flour 

] tsp. salt 

2 cup lard 

1 cup shredded sharp aged 
cheddar cheese 

4 cup water 


Sift flour and salt together 
into mixing bowl. Add lard and 
cheese and cut into flour with 
pastry blender until mixture 
resembles coarse meal. Add 
water all at once, pressing dough 
with knife until dough just holds 
together. Divide dough into 6 
balls. Roll each ball on a light- 
ly floured pastry cloth or board. 
Roll from center to edges until 
crust is about % inch thick and 
circles are about 5 inches in 
diameter. Fit pastry loosely 
over the back of muffin pans. 
Crimp edges and prick the 
crust liberally with a fork. Bake 
in a 425 degree F. oven for 10 
to 12 minutes.

Pie Combines Old with New

Roll remaining pastry % inch 
thick and cut several 2-inch slits 
r a fancy design near center. 
Fill pie shell with fruit mixture. 
Dot with butter. Moisten edge 
of bottom crust. To adjust top 
crust, fold pastry in half or roll 
loosely on rolling pin; center 
on filling. Open slits with a 
knife. (Well-opened slits are im- 
portant to permit escape of 
steam during baking.) Trim top 
crust, allowing it to extend % 
inch over rim. To seal, press top 
and bottom crusts together on 
rim. Then fold edge of top crust 
under bottom crust and flute. 
Bake in hot oven (425 degrees 
F.) 55 minutes, or until syrup 
boils with heavy bubbles that 
do not burst.

1% cups sugar 3 cups pecans, finely

2 tsp. baking powder 


Beat egg yolks until thick and lemon colored. Gradually beat 
in % cup of sugar. Mix the flour, baking powder and salt and blend 
this mixture into the pecans. Beat the egg whites until stiff enough 
to hold a point; then gradually beat in the remaining % cup of 
sugar. Into the egg whites carefully fold first the egg yolk mix- 
ture, then the nut mixture. Pour into two round 9-inch pans lined 
with greased paper. Bake 25 to 30 minutes ‘light touch leaves no 
imprint) in 350 degrees F. Turn out of pans and immediately re- 
move paper. Cool. Spread whipped cream filling between layers 
and on sides and top. Pecan halves and chocolate curls make a 
lovely garnish.
